Germany May Delay 


Mr. Clark intimated that the 


German government, well aware 
of the administrative crisis, might 
postpone enforcement of the new 
admiralty order to sink all armed 
ships from March 1 to March 15. 
"I think," he stated, "that the 
chances arc that Germany will 
postpone the threatened perform- 
ance. This would give us time for 
consideration of the situation. We 
assured the president that in the 
event of such a postponement all 
action in congress certainly would 
be postponed and meanwhile these 
various resolutions would remain 
exactly as they are." 


Under the present parliament 


situation the speaker said that it 
would be some time before the 
warning resolution could be plac- 
ed in a position where a vote could 
be forced in the house. There was 
no chance, he said, of the resolu- 
tion being brot up today. It would 
be impossible to get unanimous 
consent to consider the measure, 
he pointed out.

Both sides have suffered tre- 


mendous losses in killed and 
wounded during the fighting over 
this ground, and the French have 
lost heavily in prisoners, the lat- 
ter now numbering more than ten 
thousand, according to Berlin, th« 
taking of 7000 being announced 
tod «y.

The 
women start voting tomorrow, in 
the Aldermnic.Primaries in Chi- 
cago, and keep right on voting 
until the "big event1' in Novem- 
bei.

Chi- 
cago women will vote this year 
for ten Municipal Court judges, 
two members of the Board of As- 
sessors, three University trustees, 
one alderman, ward, state and 
senatorial committees and minor 
official;;.

If we are prepared in this coun- 
try to surrender our ambitions to 
make the most of our wonderful 
resources and our great industrial 
crnacity, then we might hope to 
go along without expecting any 
conflict with a foreign power,, but 
I do not believe that you of the 
Socialist Party would consent to 
any such program any more read- 
ily than those of us who belong 
to the older and larger political 
parties. 


No matter whether we are So- 


cialists, or Republicans, or Prohi- 
bitionists, we must after all be 
first Americans. Whatever your 
teachings may be in times of 
peace, I am very certain that your 
patriotic desires would outweigh 
your teachings in times of nation- 
al conflict. The European War 
has notably proved this state- 
ment. 


I have observed hat the Social- 


ists of Germany and of France 
are equally contending for the 
rights of their respective coun- 
tries as any other patriot in eith- 
er of those lands. 


I had not expected to go to his 


length in making an acknowledg- 
ment of your communication. I 
am only trying to say to you that 
in representing you in the Senate 
[ am endeavoring to attain the 
broadest possible national 
view 


point, and then in the fullest pos- 
sible understanding do that which 
seems best to promote ourcommon 
welfare. 


I believe that just now we are 


in serious need of greater prepara 
tion for defense than we have 
heretofore known. I want to ex- 
press the hope, however, that 
there may come out of the horri- 
fying conflict in Europe a world- 
wide assent to some sort of an in- 
ternational court which will for- 
ever abolish war and provide for 
the solution of international con- 
tests as we now settle our Individ- 
ual troubles in tho civil courts. I 
am sure you will cordially join me 
in so worthy a hope. 


I shall be very glad to hear from 


you at any future time when yoxi 
have observations to offer concern 
ing pending legislation. Wo may 
not always agree, but I shall en- 
deavor to better inform myself be- 
cause of your suggestions and will 
hope to materially profit by your 
criticism.
